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FARRAGUT AT THE DARDANELLES. 

T has been the destiny of Admiral FarracttT, 

on his present cruise, to unwittingly set afloat 
more diplomatic and warlike rumors than should 


fairly fall to the lot of ten ordinary naval expedi-| 


tions. From whatever coast he has touched, some 
monstrous canard has instantly flown over Europe. 
Only one country in Christendom, apparently, has 
felt perfectly tranquil about his ‘‘ mission ”—and 
that is America. When the Franklin left our 
shores, the rumors began. When FARRAGUT ar- 
rived at St. Petersburg, the purpose of his pres- 
ence there was announced as being to establish an 
alliance between Russia and the United States. 
When he went to England, and was lionized, it 
was alleged that a similar entente cordiale was to| 
be arranged between England and this country. 
When he arrived in Italy, he was reported to have 
‘* pledged the support of his Government to GarI- 
BALDI!” He was accused of conferences with 
liberal leaders, of anti-papal designs, of anti-Aus- 
trian designs, and, finally, we believe, of cement- 
ing a league of friendship betwixt Italy and the 
American Republic. In short, never was a famouc 


sailor more be-rumored than he; and nothing | 


wouid be more laughable than to set in array the 
telegrams, the predictions, and the oracular edi- 
torial utterances which have been made regarding 
his ‘ real object.” 

It so happens that the latest feature in Admiral 
FARRAGUT’s excursion has been a visit to Turkey. 
Whereupon, what does La Presse, the -\ustro- 
Catholic opposition journal of Paris, do, but come 
out with two significant editorials, implying that 
the presence of the American squadron in Turkish 
waters means war; that the United States has even 
sent in an ultimatum to the Sublime Porte; that 
this ultimatum is “‘ that the United States’ war 

vessels shall pass the Dardanelles; ” that this ‘ de- 
mand” is prompted by Russia; that the Sublime 
Porte, after conference with the English and French 
ambassadors at Constantinople, has at length re- 
fused to comply; and that, accordingly, there will 
be a terrible state of things generally—anywhere 
from a diplomatic duel to a general war all over 
the world. 

Here we have one more of those absurd stories 
which have accompanied the Admiral’s trip from 
the start. To show how ridiculous it is, it will be 
enough to say that Admiral FARRAGUT was, long 
ago, invited directly by the Turkish Government 
to do precisely that which La Presse now says 
he ‘“demands”—namely, to pass the  Darda- 
nelies. It was in consequence ofthis polite re- 
quest that he went; and instead of thundering at 
the chain of forts that frown over the Straits of 
Dardanelles, menacing to force his way through to 
the Sea of Marmora, he is the gugst of the Turkish 
Government. Of course, this tipsy story was con- 
cocted in Paris, not in Constantinople. It seems

THE Militia law of the State of New York pro- 
| vides that major-generals shall be appointed by

numerary list has given Governor FENTON an Oop- 
portunity of appointing commanders for six out 
of the eight divisions composing the National 
Guard of that State. The last appointment thus 
made is that of Brevet Major-General E. D. Mot- 
INEUX, U.S. V., to command the Second Division, 
vice DuryEa resigned. All of these six divisions 
are now under the charge of ex-officers of Volum 
teers, their commanders being Major-Generals 
SHALER, Monineux, Carr, GATES, BARNUM, and 
WapswortH. The assignment to these prominent 
positions of. officers who have served in the field 

must of necessity exercise a beneficial influence 
upon the entire State National Guard, who are in- 
debted to Governor Fenton ior the wisdom he has 
displayed in his selections. 

There has been at times a disposition in certain 
quarters to question the wisdom of thedelay which 
has attended these appointments, and unworthy 
motives have in some cases Been attributed to his 
Excellency, but, so far as we are able to learn, his 
final action has in every case met with very general 
approval. There can be no doubt of the wisdom 
of the policy of infusing as much as possible of 
the veteran element into the raaks of the National 
Guard, and the increasing interest which is being. 
felt in military matters through@ut tlie State is but 
one evidence of the good which has been accom- 
plished, and of the influence which is still at work. 
The Second Division was the last resort of the old 
‘“‘ militia fuss and feathers” spirit, which at 
one time was the distinguishing characteristic of 
all organizations of citizen soldiery, and we there- 





fore hail the appointment of General Mo.tmrevx 
to its command as a fiival and complete triumph 
of those progressive miliary ideas which have for 
so long a time been waging war against the con- 
servative training-day system of ten years: ago. 
Under its new commander the Second Division 
may expect the same soldierly ability which has 
marked the administration of the affairs of the 
First, and they need fear no attempts on the part 
of the division commander to enforce a law which 
he has violated himself. 








In looking over an account of the fight between 
the Kearsarge and the Alabama we noticed a sin- 
gular coincidence which is not generally known, 
aud which we therefore transcribe. Early in the 
encounter a shot from the Kearsarge carried away 
the spanker gaff of the Alabama, which caused 
her ensign to come down by the run, which was 
hailed by our sailors as a favorable omen. It also 
happened that during the fight the national colors 
were stopped at the main peak of the Kearsarge, 
to be displayed if the ensign was carried away, 
and as an emblém of victory in case of a success- 
ful issue of the combat. A shot from the last 
broadside of the Alabama passed high over the 
Kearsa ge, striking and carrying away the halyards 
of the colors at the main peak, at the same time 
pulling enough to break the stop and thus unfurl 
the Stars and Stripes at the moment when Semmes 
struck his flag in token of surrender. 








A LARGE and fashionable party assembled at the head- 
quarters of General W. T. SHERMAN at Fort Adams, New- 
port, R. L, Wednesday, the 9th inst., at 12 o’clock m., to 
meet his Excellency. the Minister Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary of Turkey, near this country, and 
family. The three batteries of artillery stationed at the 
post were reviewed by the Minister Mr. BLacgvE, ac- 
companied by his Secretary of Legation, Mr. ToRENNE, 
and several Army officers, who had been invited by 
General SHERMAN to participate. At the close of the 
review the members of the foreign legatiofs, now spend- 
ing the summer at Newport, joined the party, and re- 
mained with it during the afternoon and evening. The 
troops were subsequently exercised in battalion move- 
ments, under the command of Brevet Majors TomPKrNs 
and Myrick, and also exhibited their proficiency in 
light and heavy artillery drill, as well as mortar practice 
with shells, and target practice with the 15-inch smooth- 
bore. The practice was excellent, and the compaay, ap- 
parently, enjoyed it very much, expressing their regret 
when this part of the entertainment was concluded. 
Among the company present were Mr. BLACQUE, the 
Turkish Ambassador; Mr. TuRENNE; Ex-Governor 
PeuL, of Rhode Island; General BENHAM, General 
PRINCE, Colonels T. W. HiagGrnson and MArsH; and 
Colonel LaNGpon, of the Army; Mrs. General Innis 
PALMER, the Misses McINTYRE, and several others. 

At the conclusion of the military exercises the party 
retired to the residence of General SHERMAN, where 
they partook of an elegant collation, which was followed 
by music and dancing, which were kept up far into the 
evening. The entire affair was pronounced one of the 
most enjoyable parties of the season at this fashionable

BREVET Colonel Otis, commanding District of the 
Owyhee, issued the following order on the 19th ult. : 


The colonel commanding the district desires to make 
especial mention of a recént scout, made under the com- 
mand of Brevet Colonel James B. Sinclair, captain 
Twenty-third Infantry. 

Starting on the morning of the 16th of July, with 
nine enlisted men, the chief of scouts, Sinora Hicks, 
seven Boise scouts, and eight days’ rations, he arrived 
on the Weser, where had recently been encamped a 
band of thieving Snakes on the 19th ult. Finding the 
Indians had taken the alarm, he with his command took 
the trail, and persistently following it through the 
moantains, until he captured Eagle Eye and his entire 
band, forty-one in number, including thirteen men, 
twenty-one horses, and a large quantity of dried sal- 
mon and camas root, near the confluence of the Little 
Salmon with the Salmon River. Not satisfied with 
this capture, he still remained thirteen days in this 
country, until he convinced himself that there were no 
more hostile Indians in that portion of the country. 





military reservation at Fort Lyon, Colorado Territory, is 
designated as follows : 

The initial point is one mile sixteen h@mdred and 
ninety-two yards and one foot north, 11 deg. west from 
the south-west corner of the commissary warehouse ; 
thence the boundary line of the reserve runs west, 21 
deg. south for two miles five hundred yards; thence 
west for two miles three hundred yards; thence south 
for four hundred and sixty-six yards and two feet, to a 
stone on the north bank of the Arkansas River; thence 
along the north bank of said river in an easterly direc- 
tion, and including all islands in said river to a stone at 
the point of Stein’s Bluff, (which stone bears east 26 
deg. north from the commissary warehouse, and being 
distant therefrom about two miles and_thirteen hun- 
dred and ten yards;) thence the boundary line runs 
north thirteen hundred and twenty yards, and thence 
west two miles thirteen hundred and twenty yards to the 
initial point. 

The points of the compass mentioned are true points, 
not magnetic. 

The variation of the compass was 14 deg. east. 

The reservation contains nine square miles, one hun- 
dred and f. urteen acres, and four thousand and eighty 
square yards. Each corner of the reserve is marked by

arriving on the 12th inst., having been absent twenty- | 
eight days, twenty of which he was without provisions, | 
excepting such as he could procure from the supplies of 
the Indians, consisting of dried roots and salmon. 

For skill in execution and tenacity of purpose, this | 
scout has seldom been equalled, and is deserving of 
much praise. The colonel commanding feels satisfied 
that this capture puts an end to Indian hostilities in 
that portion of the country.

THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE. 

| In the routine and detail of duty, and in the minor 
| matters of discipline and organization, the Army of the 
| Potomac was undoubtedly superior to either of the 
}others. But in the subordination of its generals, in the 
| promptitude, zeal and energy of itslowér officers, in the 
| self-reliance, earnestness and physical characteristics of 
| its rank and file, in short, in every moral military quali- 
| ty, the Army of the Tennessee’has never been excelled. 
No general has ever more successfully impressed his 
|own character upon an army than Grant did his upon 
| the one which grew up so silently under his care. No 
army was ever more loyal to its chief, or more clearly 
embodied the spirit of the people from which it sprung. 
It isa curious fact, too, not otherwise sufficiently ac 
counted for, that it is the only army organized with the 
war, and continuing in existence till the establishment of 
peace, which, ax a whole, never sufiered a defeat. Its 
endurance and covrage were unconquerable, so much so 
that before the war had terminated it became to be a 
boast in its ranks that it was sure to win any battle that 
lasted over one day, no matter what the odds or who 
the enemy. Officers and men seemed to be endowed 
| with the gift of persistency to a degree never surpassed 
exeept by their commander. As an organizer Grant’s 
reputation must continue to increase the more his per- 
formances in this direction become known.

But Grant knew that no genius, however remarkable, 
could sufficiently command the national armiee in a war 
of such magnitude, without the assistance of lieutenants 
who could be trusted “to make their own orders” for 
the emergencies that were sure to arise. He therefore 
gave more thought to the proper organization and direc- 
tion of armies upon the vital points of the enemy’s ter- 
ritory and lines, and to the selection of men competent 
to command them, than to issuing the detailed orders of 
battle. Neither Sherman, nor Sheridan, nor Thomas, 
nor Canby ever failed him, and had circumstances en- 
abled him to devote himself exclusively to the command 
of the Army of the Potomac, he would doubtless have 
displayed as much skill in the tactics of battle as he did 
in the strategy of campaigns. 

The quick judgment by which the discovered the en- 
emy’s plan to evacuate Fort Donelson, and the sudden 
resolution which he based thereupon, to attack at once, 
are evidences of something more than aggressive tem- 
per or mere brute courage. The tactics of Lookout 
Mountain, Chattanooga Valley, and Mission Ridge, have ° 
never been surpassed, The tactics, or, more properly, 
the grand tactics, displayed during the overland cam- 
paign, are worthy of the highest commendation ; and 
had the execution of details been as faultiess as the con- 
ception of the movements, there would have been noth- 
ing to regret. But it was precisely in the details with 
which Grant studivusly avoided interfering’ that the 
greatest, and, in fact, the only, failures took place. 
Grant's conduct at Belmont, Fort Donelson, Shiloh, 
Vicksburg, aad in the Wilderness, was all that could 
have been wished, and shows, beyond chance of dispute, 
thai he possesses in the highest degree, that “two- 
o’clock-in-the-morning courage,” which Napoleon de- 
clared to be the rarest thing among generals ; while his 
conception and execution of the Vicksburg cainpaign 
are complete proof that his judgment is in exact equilib- 
rium with bis courage. His unvaried course of success 
through four years of warfare shows that he is entitled 
to be ranked in the category of generals who néver lost 
acampaign or a battle, and the easy simplicity with 
which he did the most extraordinary things points 
strongly to the possession of a remarkable genius for 
war.

This Army was practically rather than formally or- 
ganized (for, I believe, no formal order of the War De- 

ent called it into existence), under Major-General 
utler, in April, 1864. In addition to the departmental 
troops of the Department of Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, it was com of the Tenth Corps, under General 
Gillmore, and the Eighteenth, under General W. F. 
Smith. But, though the organization was new, the 
troops which composed it were the veterans of many a 
well-fought field. They had fought -under General 
Burnside and General J. G. Foster in the conflicts of Ro- 
anoke Island and Newbern in North Carolina, and with 
Gillmore had shared in the tedious and dangerous siege 
of Charleston. The sands of Morris Island had been 
wet with their blood, and they had heaped their dead 
high on the impregnable bastions of Fort Wagner.

Immediately after its organization, this Army, by a 
movement of General Butler—the rapidity and brilliancy 
of which cannot be too much admired—was placed at 
the well-known spot on the south side of the James, 
called Bermuda Hundred, where it dangerously threat- 
ened the lines of communication of Lee’s Army.

The subsequent conflicts of the fall and early winter 
I do not stay to particularize, although the severest were 
those on the well known Darbytown road and on the old 
battle ground of Fair Oaks. Suffice it to say that there 
was not a movement of the Army of the Potomac which 
was not supported by the Army of the James. 

In the winter of 1864, ’65 a reorganization took place. 
by which the colored ‘troops, which were originally die- 
distributed in the Eighteenth and Tenth Corps, formed a 
new co as the Twenty-fifth, under General Weitzel, 
and the white troops a new corps, under General Ord, as 
the Twenty-fourth. 

An unsuccessful attempt to take Fort Fisher soon fol- 
lowed, the events connscted with which have been the 
theme of much unpleasant controversy, into which it 
would be out of place to enter here. I prefer to hasten 
to the successful attempt, made entirely with troops of 
this Army, which, under the gallant and distinguished 
General ‘erry, whom we all welcome so cordially to- 
day, resulted in the downfall of that Rebel strongho.dl. 
From that hour no seaport was open to our foes, and the 
coast of the South was hermetically sealed.

Our readers will 
remember that the recoil, instead of, as heretofore, driv- 
ing the gun-carriage back along a platform with such 
torce that the most powerful methods of applying fric- 
tion had to-be devised to check the recoiling mass, at 
the cost of severe strain to the carriage, platform, and 
foundations—serves, under this system, to lower the gun 
in acycloidal curve from its firing position above the 
parapet into a safe and protected position below the 
parapet, and, at the same time, raising a counterweight, 
which, on being released when the gun is loaded, raises 
the gun again into its firing position simply by its 
weight. A!l this is accomplished almost without strain 
to the carriage, and with so little strain on the founda- 
tions that the costly method of supporting the platform, 
hitherto in use, might, under this system, safely be aban- 
doned. 

Preliminary trials carried on at Woolwich on the 4th 
and 19th May were decidedly successful, and the 7-inch 
gun and carriage which had been thus tried were sent 
down to Shoeburyness for further experiment. Among 
the advantages claimed for his system by Captain Mon- 
crieff, is the power of placing heavy artillery in gun pits 
or holes dug in the natural surface of the ground, so that 
the gun when down in the loading position, is not only 
out of sight, with all its detachment, but;that there is no 
mark of any kind for an enemy to lay his artillery upon, 
all parspets being di with. For afew moments 
the gun must be raised into firing position, to be laid on 
the object and fired, but even then not a man need ever 
be exposed, for Captain Moncrieff has invented a reflect-

Altogether the success of the trial is most remarka- 
ble. We can endorse Captain Moncrieff’s belief, that, in 
the history of mechanics, a perfectly new principle has 
not before been applied to control such enormous strains 
and weights with so smell a series of experiments. The 
gun, weighing seven tons, the carriage and elevators 
seven tons, and the counterweight seven tons and a 
quarter, were all so beautifully adjusted that there was 
no failure in working under the enormous strain caused 
by the propulsion of 115lb. projectiles with 221b. of 
powder. The fracture of the break-wheel is nothing, 
having only served to show that the break can without 
injury be dispensed with. Even had there been any 
failure of importance in the details, we should have 
urged that such failure be considered apart from the 
great principle, which can only be wrought out to per 
fection by time and careful experiment. That there wis 
no such failure convinces us more fully than ever «f 
Captain Moncriett’s ability to work out the principle to 
perfection, not only for 7-ton guns—larger, be it remem- 
bered than any gun in the service ten years ago—but for 
those still heavier guns which we shall mount on our 
coast defences and on board ship. For our own part, a8 
we said on a former occasion, we see no limit to the ap- 
plicability of the invention, or to the immense increase 
in the power of attack and in safety of defence which it 
will confer.

A PLEA FOR THE SERVICE. 
7) the Editor of the Army and Nazy Journal. 


Srr: Without desiring to swell the number of com- 
munications addressed to you on the subject of desertion 
in the Army, I may be permitted to putin a plea for 
the preservation of the service from becoming the refuge 
and temporary home of those who, for the time being, 
have nothing to do, and are anxious to be fed and 
clothed at the expense of our veherable uncle, who is so 
generous to all his nephews. It is becoming notorious 
that at posts situated in the rural districts enlistments 
are frequent just when the farmers have no employment 
for extra hands; when the crops are all in, and when 
those thus thrown out of employment have to look out 
for their own subsistence during the winter. It is also 
a fact that desertions are apt to be more frequent when 
farmers and others are beginning to need extra help, 
and are willing to pay well for it; that is, when they 
sow their seed, and when they gather in their crops. 
This being the case, it would seem to be the duty of 
those who have the power, to let all who enter the Army, 
whether advisedly or unadvisedly, know thatéa pretty 
heavy retribution awaits them if they leave it before the 
term of service for which they have contracted has ex- 
pired. If men see that breaking a contract with the 
United States is not considered a \.:einous offence, 
breaches of contract will, of course, become frequent ; 
and just such a breach of contract is desertion from the 
service. There is a constant complaint made on all 
sides of the frequency of desertion, and all sorts of plans 
proposed for its prevention ; but the best and simplest 
plan, namely, for all officers to do their duty thoroughly 
and conscientiously, seems to be the last one thought of. 

The 20th Article of War prescribes that “all officers 
and soldiers who have received pay or have been duly 
enlisted in the service of the United States, and shall be 
convicted of having deserted the same, shall suffer death, 
or such other punishment as by sentence of a court- 
martial shall be inflicted.” The act of May 29, 1830, 

limits the death penalty to times of actual war alone. 
Now a crime deserving of death at one time cannot but 
be a serious crime at all times, and, as such, should be 
treated severely for the purpose of preventing its fre- 
quent occurrence. But when courts-martial take every 
opportunity of evading their duties in this respect, and 
of giving a lighter punishment for this heinous crime 
than would be bestowed on some comparat'vely trivial 
breach of discipline ; and when reviewing officers are 
equally derelict in their duties, and co.tinuai!ly mitigate 
or remit even such punishments as are given, whut won- 
der if the Articles of War lose all their sanction, and 
military authority be carelessly set at nought by both 
officers and enlisted men? Enlisted men are thinking 
and reasoning beings, and naturally regard offences in 
no stronger or higherlight than they see them regarded 
by their superiors. Now the real responsibility for the 
frequency of desertions from the service rests, not on the 
enlisted men, who merely take advantage, unjustifiably, 
it is true, of the weakness and remissness of their supe- 
tiors, but on the commissioned officers of the Army, 
who, set to fulfila solemn duty, fail to doso. To the 
General Courts-martial and to the reviewing officers, 
before whom cases of desertion come, and who have the 
duty imposed upon them of trying, passing and approv- 
ing sentences for offenders against the Articles of War, 
the Army ought to look with confidence for such action 
as will tend to exforce discipline and maintain order 
and respectability in the Army. Whether that confi- 
dence would be misplaced or not, I shall not say ; but 
refer to the numerous cases where desertion has been 
rewarded bya four or six months’ respite from duty ; 
also to the numerous cases where anything approaching 
to an adequate punishment for desertion is denuded of 
all force by having its severity of wholesome example 
entirely taken from it. 

Now, not to mince matters, desertion is a crime, of 
which u dog is seldom guilty, and which it is left for in- 
telligent men to make a virtue of. I sball not go back 
to ancient days and call to mind the view the Roman 
soldier (not a whit more intelligent or of better material 
than the soldier of the present day) had of a violation of 
the “sacramentun.” or military oath, further than to 
remark that it was such as to cause the word to be 
adopted into the Christian church to designate what she 
holds most sacred. But I will remark that when a 
soldier condescends to commit an offence which the dog 
we often neglect and maltreat scorns to commit, he 
should be made to feel that by such offence he has ren- 
dered himself unfit for association with other men. To 
make him take this view of desertion, let officers show 
him that such is their view, and let them make every 
soldier aware that they consider every man who has 
violated his enlistment promise unworthy to live or serve 
with those whose bonor bas kept them faithful. How 
can this be done? Simply and easily enough. 

Let every court-martial, before whom a case of deser- 
tion comes, give such a punishment as shall leave a lasting 
stigma on the crime. Let every deserter carry on his 
person the lasting record of his unfaithfulness, so as to 
prevent his ever entering the service again. Let him be 
driven ignominiously from among his former comrades, 
and then suffer the penalty of his breach of contract by 
confinement for a term, at least, equal to the period for 
which he contracted to serve. Finally, let every review- 


ing officer remember that, by restoring a deserter to ser- 
vice among honorable men, he gives reward and encour- 
agement to this most detestable crime, and takes away 
from good men all hope of encouragement for honor and 
fidelity ; and instead of remitting, let him enforce every 
sentence that turns a deserter out of the service in dis- 


sertion in a 
termination to put a stop to it, it will soon be seen that 
all men who are of any value to the Army will remain 
in it, and only those desert whose absence will be bene- 
ficial. A very few examples will suffice. Certainty and 
severity of punishment for desertion will prevent men 
entering the service hastily or unadvisedly, to obtain a 
few weeks’ food, and will deter any man, once in service, 
from leaving it without adue discharge. 

Did I choose I could bring forward many recent cases 
of misplaced lenity in this regard, but as every officer 
has plenty within his reach, I forbearto add to this al- 
ready lengthy epistle. 

I have spoken now only of the punishment of desert- 
ers. I hope before long to be able to give my views on 
some other points connected indirectly with the same sub- 
ject.

FORT CONCHO, TEXAS.

Sim: The following facts relative to the above post 
and Army matters in its vicinity, are at your service if 
of sufficient interest for publication. 

On the 16th of October, 1867, a board of officers, con- 
sisting of General McCook, Twenty-sixth Infantry, Gen- 


Infantry, and Captain Porter, A. Q. M., was appointed 
by the commanding general District of Texas, to examine 
and select sites for new posts on the frontiers. The 
board organized at San Antonio, in the latter end of the 
same month, and reached this point about the 8th of No- 
vember following, and which, on account of the abund- 
ance of water (so essential for cavalry), they finally se- 
lected as the site for the future post. {t is situated in 
the fork of the Main and North Concho rivers, in lati- 


tude 24 deg. 22 min. west from Washington, and in- 
tended for six companies of cavalry and two of infantry. 
With tke exception of the general government and that 
of the “ Fifth Military District,” now the State of Texas, 


zations, far out on the “ El Liano Estacauo,” or Stak 
Plains, and from its position well calculated to inspire 
a wholesome fear in the minds of the savages who 
cross the plains with and return from the sale of the 
plunder taken from the citizens in the interior settle- 
ments, or those places no‘ in the vicinity of military 
posts. 

On the selection of this point as the site for thefrew 
post, Fort Chadbourne, an old post forty-five miles dis- 
tant, was garrisoned by Companies A, D, G, H and M, 
of the Fourth Cavalry, (the whole under the command 
of Captain G. G. Huntt, Fourth Cavalry), which were 
immediately transferred to this post on the 2d of De-

esty, however, shrank from such notoriety, and at his 
request it was charged to “ Camp Kelly,” in honor of 
Brevet Major Michael J. Kelly, captain Fourth Cavalry, 
a brave and lamented officer, who died at Fort Chad- 
bourne on the 13th August, 1867, by which name it was 
known until the 6th of February, 1868, when General 
Hancock, then commanding the Fifth Military District, 
issued an order confirming the selections of the board of 
officers, designating the names of the new posts, and 
this as “Fort Concho.” The two Conchos, rising far 
out on the Staked Plains, unite at this point, and con- 
stitute a tributary of the Rio Colorado, one of the largest 
rivers in Texas, draining several thousands of square 
miles, and emptying itself into the Bay of Matagorda in 
the Gulf of Mexico.

NAVAL CHAPLAINS. 


Te the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sm: During the spring and summer, articles have g 
peared from time to time in the religious papers concern. 
ing the disproportion alleged to exist between the chap. 
lains in the Army and Navy, who are Episcopalians, ang 
those who are members of larger and more flourishing 
churches. It has been asserted that favoritism is show, 
in the appointment and stationing of chaplains; and jf 
the statements made are reliable, (2s we must belieye 
when we remember who make them,) there is occagigg 
for inquiring into the matter. 

The writer cannot believe, however, that the fault jg 
where it is supposed to be, 7. ¢., in the deliberate actigg 
of the Navy Department In a report made to Congres 
| two or three sessions ago, in answer to a resolution call. 
| ing for information as to the ecclesiastical status of the 

nava! chaplains, one chaplain, appointed during the ip. 

cumbency of the present Honorable Secretary, was re 
ported as “ unknown.” It does not seem to the write 
that tis appointment could be due to the Departments 
preference of one church over another, but to influence 
of an entirely different character. 

The writer’s purpose is not, however, to defend the 
Navy Department from charges brought against it, but 
to suggest a remedy for the evil complained of. The 
law authorizing the appointment of chaplains provides 
that the number on the active list shall not exceed 
twenty-four. I is evident that to appoint even onechap 
lain from each separate ecclesiastical organization, would 
not be possible, still, the law is changed. Nor wouldit 
be desirable to have so many chaplains in the Navy as 
would result from such a system. Any attempt to clasgi- 
fy the different christian bodies and make appointments 
accordingly, does not seem. to the writer to furnish a 
remedy for the evil. For example, we could not expect 
an Episcopal Methodist to regard Ais church as repre- 
sented in the Navy by a Protestant Methodist chaplain, 
simply because he is Methodist. 
| The writer suggests, as the best means, in his opinion, 
| of overcoming the difficulties which beset this matter, 
| that no more commissions be issued to chaplains for life; 
| but that chaplains be appointed to ships, only for the con- 
| templated cruise and such time afterward as may enable 
| them to secure a settlement on shore. At naval stations, 
they might be appointed ior a specified period, say, the 
usual time that officers now serve at a navy-yard. 

Certain advantages seem to be connected with sucha 
system over the old. Many clergymen of ability would 
be willing to goon acruise of two years, (provided, of 
course, that a decent maintenance were allowed them,) 
who would not seek a commission under the present sys. 
tem. Throngh their labors at sea, and the interest 
which they would continue to feel in sailors after they 
had returned on shore, the lot of seamen would be ame 
liorated and their condition improved. Not to enter in. 
to a lengthened detailed statement of other prospective 
advantages, we may yet remark upon one point. 

If chaplains were appointed for cruises, or short peri- 
ods at naval station, it would be possible to consult the 
preferences of those to whom they would be called uponto 
minister. It is not strange that chaplains should occa-

their work, when their relation to their congregation, or 
those who are supposed to form their congregations, is 
so different from that existing between a clergyman in 
civil life and his people.

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FOREIGN NAVAL AND MILITARY MATTERS. 
A Frenca paper gives a description of a French mili- 
tary school, called the Prytaneum of La Fleche. It seems 
that this military establishment, specially founded for 
the gratuitous education of the “sons of officers of the 
French Army, also receives the children of the general 
public on payment. Military discipline and scientific 
subjects, of which a knowledge is requisite for passing 
the examination for the diploma of* Bachelor of Science, 
though the competitions for admissions to the Polytechnic 
and special military schools are kept more especially in 
view. The pupils practise military exercises and gym- 
nastics, including swimming ; they also “ complete their 
religious education there.” There are three classes of 
pupils; the free scholars, those who pay half fees, and 
the boarders ; but all have to pass the same entrance ex- 
amination during the first fortnight in July. The board- 
ers pay 1,250f., of which 400f. are for an outfit, together 
with the small deposit of 25f. to meet loss and damages ; 
the gratuitous pupils have to pay for the outfit only, 
Pupils are admitted every October ; those to be gratui- 
tously taught must be between ten and twelve yezrs old, 
and those who pay between the ages of twelve and four- 
teen ; they ail leave the Prytanee at the end of the school 
year in which they reach the age of nineteen. Three 
hundred gratuitous and a hundred semi-gratuitous 
places are reserved for the sons of officers who have 
served or are serving in the army, and of sous-officier 
who have been killed in battle. They are given by 
preference to orphans, who are classed according to the 
services of their fathers. The proficiency of the greater 
number of the pupils admitted has recently been found 
to be of an inferior order, and to remedy this cause of 
complaint a new code of instructions and programmes 
for entrance examinations has just been promulgated. 


THE same correspondent quotes a letter from Cologne: 
describing a review by the King of Prussia of the Sec 
ond Division of the Eighth Corps. The King, wearing 
the uniform of colonel of Hussars and mounted on his 
horse, Sadowa, arrived at eight o’clock in front of the 
trocvs. He slowly went along the lines, and before each 
Squadron and regiment as he passed he uttered ina loud 
and distinct voice, “Good day, my children,’ and the 
officers and men replied, “Good day.” A variety of 
manceuvres afterward took place, and in the course of the 
firing the correspondent was able to convince himself, 
watch in hand, that the Prussian soldier on ths command 
“ Fire quickly ” can discharge from seven to eight shots 
a minute. ~ 

THE Paris correspondent of the London Army and 
Navy Gazette quotes the following paragraph, which is 
one of a sort now constantly finding their way into the 
papers of France and Prussia, and, of course, creating 
uneasiness : 

The arrest of a French officer at Hersfeld, Hesse Cas- 
sel, was lately effected, on the ground of his having ta- 
ken sketches of the neighboring country and made 
memoranda of its topographical peculiarities, which 
ase to some other object than to a mere study of art. 

ince then two other French officers have been detected 
in a similar occupation, and in the same part of the 
country, the one at Schluchtern, about twenty-five miles 
south-west of Fulda, and the other near Birchofsheim, 
about fifteen miles south-east of that place. These ar- 
rests do not seem to create any great anxiety in the 
German mind. 

AN order has been received by the heads of depart- 
ments at Woolwich Arsenal from the War Office, de- 
creasing the number of cartridges to be manufactured. 
Of the number ‘ordered at the commencement of the 
financial year, 52,000,000, there had been manufactured 
24,000,000, leaving 28,000,000 to be completed ; but this 
number has been reduced by 14,000,000, and for next 
year an intimation ‘has been given that not more than 
10,000,000 of cartridges will be required, notwithstand- 
ing a heavy. outiay has recently been made in erecting 
additional buildings, and supplying machinery for their 
manufacture. 

THE new breech-loaders introduced into the Belgian 
Army do not seem to give very great sutisfaction. A 
communication from Brussels, inthe Courrier de ? Bscaut, 
says: “The news which reaches me from the camp at 
Beverloo is not very favorable to our improved military 
armament, The new muskets are certainly loaded at the 
breech, which is all very well, but some of them dis- 
charge themselves at the same place, which is not pre 
cisely advantageous for the soldier, who thus receives 
the projectile which he wished to send to the enemy.” 

Tur Prussian musket factories are actively engaged 
in completing the armament of the Northerr. Federal 
troops who are not yet provided with the needle gun. 
The whole of the landwebr of the kingdom has been 
supplied with this weapon since December last.

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THE EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 
IME was, and not long ago, when but one voice 
could be heard regarding the inhumanities of 
the Confederate prison-pers. Secession found its 
advocates at the North; dishonorable peace found 
its advocates; but the atrocities of Andersonville 
transfixed all hearers with horror and detestation. 
And yet, in some unaccountable jugglery, aided 
partly by the bias of political feeling and partly 
by rebel impudence, public opinion has been so 
manipulated that to-day the loyal people have act- 
ually been thrown on the defensive in this matter. 
Rosert Ov.p has the audacity, in a paper pub- 
lished at the National Capital, to attempt to charge 
the National Government with the hideous crimes 
committed in Southern prisons on Northern cap- 
tives; and to such lengths will party spirit run 
that his shameless story is commended for its pos- 
sible political effect. So, then, we were in error. 
It was not Wirz and Hog Wixper and their min- 
ions, that shot and starved our prisoners—it was 
the Union officers and the Government at Washing- 
ton! It is only needed for Confederate impudence 
to take one more step and charge the dead martyrs 
of Andersonville with obstinacy in dying of neglect 
and starvation. 

The entire logic of Mr. OuLp, and the entire 
logic of all who have aimed to excuse the Confed- 
erate barbarities, rests upon the single proposition 
that in 1864 an offer to exchange prisoners on 
equal terms was made by him to the United States 
authorities, and declined. Now let us note that, 
even were this true, it entirely shifts the issue. The 
exchange of prisoners is not a necessity of war, 
but a mutual convenience. To refuse to exchange 
prisoners is not a crime, because there may be good 
grounds for refusing. 

Suppose a beleaguered garrison had been reduced 
by the casualties of siege, and by captures during 
sorties, to a smaller number than was needful for 
the defence of its works, but had in turn taken 
prisoners many of the besiegers. A proposition 
to exchange prisoners would be all very well; but 
suppose it were declined—would that be a crime 
on the part of the besiegers? Suppose, instead of 
arranging an exchange, the general ordered an as- 
sault? On the other hand, would the failure to 
effect an exchange excuse the besieged in maltreat- 
ing the captives, and deliberately neglecting them 
that they might die like sheep of the rot, in the 
pangs of starvation and disease. 

Yet, at the very worst, this is the whole of the 
argument urged by Mr. Outp. The refusal to ex- 
change prisoners is not a crime, nor does it throw 
upon the party refusing the responsibility for the 
maltreatment suffered by his captive soldiers in 

the enemy’s camp. This refusal may be necessary 
for military purposes, or it may result from unfair- 
ness, or apparent unfairness, in the proposed cartel. 

It is a business affair in which the parties may fail 

to agree on the terms. On the other hand, no ex- 

cuse can be given for the inhuman treatment of 
prisoners, whether exchange be refused or accept- 

ed. The atrocities of Andersonville were crimes

against humanity, And this ie precisely the dis- 
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tinction which Mr. Ovutp seeks to cover up—a 
piece of impudent audacity. 

As to the facts connected with the rebel slangh- 
ter-pens, they are too fresh in memory to be ques- 
tioned. The trial of ‘‘ poor Wirz,” as the sympa- 
thetic OuLp plaintively calls that execrable brute 
and wretch, revealed some of them; but the living 
witnesses, scarred and haggard to this day, tell its 
more fearful details, and the horrible fate of the 
14,000 dead is a household story through every 
village of the North. Does Mr. Outp think to re- 
fute this story of eternal infamy by his piping 
about *‘ poor Wirz?” 

It will be answered that the horrors of Anderson- 
ville lie at our door, because the South did not 
contain medicines and food for the captives. But 
the sufferings and death there were not due to un- 
avoidable causes. They were due to inhuman 
cruelties and deliberate, active, barbarous treat- 
ment. The prison pen was built in a region whose 
air was loaded with deadly pestilence, when a few 
miles distant were healthful localities; it was built 
in a way unfit for brutes to inhabit—without 
shelter from rain, from hail, from the burning sun 
or the bitter cold; with human beings herded and 
packed together like cattle; with no care for the 
sick, no water fit to drink, no food fit to eat. It 
was not lack of medicines, but lack of one atom of 
mercy that killed men by the thousand there. It 
was not what could not be done for the prisoners, 
but what could have been done, and was not, that 
constitutes the crime of Andersonville. 

There is one other point made by Mr. OvuLp, so 
trivial that it hardly deserves reply. He alleges 
that he proposed that each belligerent should send 
its own surgeons and medicines to the care of its 
prisoners, and that his proposition was declined. 
It was all very well, but how does this excuse 
the crimes of Andersonville? Relief from the 
swamp, from the foul air, room to moye, shelter, 
water and food, were what were needed. And 
does Mr. Outp pretend that he had not surgeons 
and attendants enough for the prisoners—why, 
then, did he propose to send surgeons to the North 
to “‘act as commissaries” and take care of Con- 
federates? Had the same Kumane attention been 
given to the Union prisoners which he was for 
giving to the Confederate, the prison horrors would 
have been spared. ‘‘The world would then,” he 
says, “have had truthful accounts of the treat- 
ment of prisoners on both sides by officers of 
character.” But why should Union surgeons have 
given a lighter account of the horrors of Anderson- 
ville than Confederate surgeons themselves were 
forced to give at the trial of Wirz? 

Thus far, for the sake of the argument, we have 
admitted that the Government first interrupted 
the cartel. But the truth is exactly the reverse. 
It is the Richmond authorities who are directly 
responsible for the non-exchange of prisoners; and 
this General Merepitn, the United States Com- 
missioner of Exchange, has distinctly shown. 
The jirst interruption of the cartel came from JEr- 
FERSON Davis himself, who, in January, 1863, ina 
message to the Confederate Congress, declared he 
would thenceforth deliver our officers captured in 
battle to State authorities, to be examined and 
punished under the laws against inciting servile 
insurrections. Next came an interruption, the 
same year, regarding negro troops. These had 
been regularly enlisted under our flag, and they 
and their white officers were, of course, entitled 
to onr protection. But the Confederate authorities 
refused to put them on the footing of other prison- 
ers of war, this same Commissioner OvLp insisting 
on the point. Again, everybody knows that 
prisoners exchanged by us were habitually and 
immediately returned to active duty in the Con- 
federate army, in violation of the cartel. The ob- 
ject of the Confederate authorities at the close of 
the war was to recruit their ranks from the prison- 
ers at the North, nearly all of whom were in good 
condition, while our dying relics of Andersonville 
were to be given in exchange. And, finally, as to 
declining exchanges, this was done as much by 
the Confederate as the Union authorities. For ex- 
ample, General MEREDITH says:

If this be so; if the two boilers run off about the 
same amount of steam under the same conditions, 
what advantage has the expensive patent contriv- 
ance over the old fashioned, unpatented horizontal 
tubular boiler? But, although Mit IsHerwoop 
places the two boilers on an equality as to eco- 
nomical steam-generating power, he adroitly avoids 
stating the whole case. It is a well-known fact 
that the horizontal tubular boiler, when high steam 
power is required, is far superior to the Martin 
boiler, for it can supply a much greater amount of 
steam in a given time than its patented competitor.

PRECISELY What necessity exists for a war be-| 


tween France and Prussia, nobody has yet satis- 
factorily shown; and yet the general conviction 
seems to be that “‘war must come.”

THE population of the Canton Vaud in Switzerlaod 
have been very much excited over a grand shooting 
festival which was held from the.

‘A CORRESPONDENT writing from Fort Wingate, New 
Mexico, under date of the 15th ultimo, sends the Boston 
Transcript the following interesting letter about the 
Navajoe Indians :

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Secoxp Diviston.—The contest for the command of this division 
has been finally settled by the appointment of Brevet Major-Genvral 
E. D. Molineux. General Molineux has from the first beer a prom- 
inent candidate for the position, and his appointment will be re. 
ceived with general satisfaction by the members of the division, as 
the partisans of the other aspirants are willing to acknowledge 
that the general is fully capable of exercising the command to which 
he has been appointed. The following is a brief sketch of General 
Molineux’s military career. In 1847 he entered the National Guard 
asa private in the Brooklyn City Guard (Company G, Thirteenth 
regiment). In 1864 he went with the Seventh regiment to Washing. 
ton as a volunteer member ofthe second company, under Captain, 
now Colonel Clark. Upon his return he joined the ‘'wenty-third 
regiment, then organizing, and was soon after appointed inspector 
of the Eleventh brigade, on the staff of Brigadier-General Jesse C. 
Smith. In June 1859, he assisted in raising the One Hundred and 
Fifty-; ‘cth N. Y. Volunteers, and went out as lieutenant-colonel 
of that regiment, being appointed full colonel in December of the 
same year. He served in the siege of Port Hudson, where he was 
wounded, and took paitin the Red River and Texas campaigns. 
He was also at Bermuda Huncreds, and served under Sheridan in 
the Shenandoah Valicy, receiving his bre “ets of brigadier and major- 
general for his conduct in this campaign. During most of his ser- 
vice in the field his cominand, was a brigade, either with Banks, 
Franklin, Emory, Sheridan, Gilmore or Sherman. From the She- 
nandoah Valley he was sent to Georgia to; join Sherman, and was 
assigned to the comt.and of Fort Pulaski and the defences of Savan- 
nah. Tle was also sent to take possession of Augusta, Ga., re- 
maining in command in Nerthern Georgia and North Carolina, 
until August 1865, when he was mustered out of the service. 

The general has paid consider~ble attention to the study of,the art 
war, and has written several pamphlets on military drill and physi- 
eal exercise, which have attracted considerable attention. 





Briegape Inspections.—The annual inspection of the National 
Guard of the First and Second Divisions will take place during the 
next two months. We publish elsewhere an order from Brigadier 
General Ward, commanding the First Brigade, appointing Tues- 
day. October 13th, for the annual muster of kis command. It will 
be noticed that on that occasion the line is to be formed at half-past 
nine o’clock so that the membe's of the regiments of this brigade 
may calculate on making a day of it. This is far from desirable, as 
the inspections should be arranged fora time which would enable 
company commandants to bring out the full strength of their com- 
mands. Again, ** is not advisable that three regiments should be 
inapected on the same day when it can possibly be avoided, as such an 
arrangement must necessarily result in tiring out both the inspecto, 
and the troops, especially the members of the last regiment inspect- 
ed.
